REMARKS/ ARGUMENTS 



Claims 1-20 are pending in the present application. With this amendment, claims 8-14 have been 
canceled.

II. 35 U.S.C. S 101: Claims 8-14 

The Examiner has rejected claims 8-14 under 35 U.S.C. § 101 as being directed towards non- 
statutory subject matter. Claims 8-14 have been canceled; therefore this rejection is believed to be 
overcome and should be withdrawn. 

III. 35 U.S.C. 8 112. Second Paragraph: Claims 8-14

regard as the invention. Claims 8-14 have been canceled; therefore this rejection is believed to be 
overcome and should be withdrawn.
